This Project being fairly over, Liberius and

his Soul, and the Diſcoverer of the bright Inha- 


bitant that dwelt within. 
But what adorned him moſt, were his in- 
ternal Excellencies, no leſs conſpicuous in his 


his Converſation, than his outward were in his 


Perſon, Wherever he appeared, there was 


the Gentleman, the Linguiſt, the Hiſtorian, the 


Lawyer, but more particularly the Civilian, 


and the Divine ready upon all Occaſions, and 5 
when ever he pleaſed, he could exert him- 


ſelf accordingly.

Theſe were the Qualifications, that recom- 
mended Philaretus to Liberius, and had made 


bim already acceptable to the beſt and wiſeſt 


of thoſe, that had the happineſs to know him;

needed for travelling among his Friends, and 
could make him welcome at any Gentleman's, 


without another to introduce him. 


Having ſeen the lovely Slvia, though but 
once, he could not reſt, till he had ſatisfied 
bis Curiofity, by another viſit to Liberius, and 
accordingly the third Night following, as 


he was fitting by himſelt, he reſolved to take 
a Tour that Way, and drop i in upon Liberius 


about Noon, the next Day. 


perſuant to this Reſolution, he immediate. 
ly ſent for his Groom, and ordered him to ſad- 


dle ſeven Horſes in the Morning, and let them 


ſtand, till called for. 


Having ſatisfied himſelf with this Determi- 
nation, and devoutly recommended himſelf to 
the Protection of Heaven; which he conſtant]: 


did; at his uſual Hour, he retired to Bed, 
: where, tho' he could not hinder a continual In 
cuſion of Idea for ſome Time, yet they were 


fuch as proceeded only from an innate Paſſion, 


from a natural Tendency, which is implan- 


ted in all Mankind towards the Objects they 


love, and had nothing culpable in them; they 


proceeded from a chalt Love, wholly guided 
by Reaſon, and vaſtly diſtant from any Tin- 


cture of Luſt; tor where pure Love dwells, 


no Luſt can find Reception. 


Philaretus did not love Hldia, only becauſe 
he had ſeen her, but becauſe he imagined 
mote than conimon Virtues to be ih her; and;

However, he had not been long i in Bed, be- 
fore he compoſed himſelf to ſleep, when he 
was overtaken with a moſt pleaſing Dream. 
Philaretus thought himſelf ſurprized with a 
moſt melodious Harmony, of all Kinds of Mu- 
lick, ſweetly playing. in the Air, when the 
Firmament was luddenly opened, and a glo- 
rious Chariot appeared in the midſt of Hea- 
ven, deſcending towards him. As it approach- 
ed, he diſcerned three Perſons in it, two of 

which he ſuppoſed to be Angels, by the Bright- 
neſs of their Countenance, their glorious Wings, 
and ſhining Garments; but what the other 
was he could not divine, whether it was an 
Angel, or any other, by Reaſon of a white | 
Veil, with which it was covered all over. In

At this Expreſſion they all turned away, and 
the two Angels re- conducting Sylvia, they 
mounted the Chariot again, and returned the 
Way they came, with the ſame Harmony. 
As the Heavens ſeemed to cloſe upon Slvia, 
Philaretus awoke, in ſome concern for this wiſio- 
mary Diſappointment, but that ſoon vaniſhed, 
as he came to himſelf; and conſidering, that it 
was but a Dream, and if it portended any thing, 
it portended a ſeeming Good to him, he ſoon 
_ re-compoled himſelf, and went to ſleep. 
Ihe Night was now over, and the Sun be- 
gan to appear, when Philaretur, according to 
, Cuſiomn, aroſe; and having paid his Morning 
| Devotions to Heaven, he began to think of 
his Fourney, tho' it was not above a Dozen 
or Fourteen Miles, ſo that there nceded no 
extraordinary Haſte. _ - 
And here, tho Philaretus was not at all 
credulous of Dreams, that which he had ſeen 
the Night before, would often crowd it {: If in 
upon his Thoughts, and force a Way into his 
Memory. Whenever he but juſt thought of 
the unknown Lady, his Dream was preſent 
with him; he immediately fancied, he 5 her

The Impreſſion this Dream made upon him, 
when awake, had half perſuaded him of the

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Truth of the common Saying, viz. FEY Mari- 
ages are made in Hegven; ; and that the La- 
dy he was going in Queſt of, was deſigned 
him from thence, He was already become a 
Platonic Lover, and perfectly charm'd with the 
Ideal VIR us he had conceived in her; and 
which afterwards proved to be Sa/tantial ; 
not only in the Notion, but real VirTves, 
"With theſe, and ſuch like Amuſements, he 
paſs'd the Time, till near eleven of the Clock, 
when he ordered his Servants and Horſes to

After Dinner, Soſandey fed bis Defire, 
by ſhewing him the Houſe, aud the Conve- 
niencies about it; with all which, Philaretus 
was extremely delighted, and made his Ob- 
ſervations ſo juſtly upon each Particular, that 
Soſander found him to be a Man of Senſe, a 
Gentleman and a Scholar; and upon this laſt 


Account, he told him, he had one Thing to 


ſhew him, he valued above all the reſt, viz. 
M8 Library ; which had formerly been his 
Diverſion, and was now the greateſt Comfort 
he had in his Afflictions. 5 

Here Philaretus obſerved a noble Collection 4 
Books, and Soſander ſhewed him abundance of 
Curiolities, Pieces of Antiquity, a great Num- 
ber ot Greek and Latin Medals, with ſeve- 
ral Foreign Rarities, that were well fitting the 
Cloſet of ſuch a Gentleman. 

While Philaretus feaſted his Eyes with this 
delicious Sight, which was as grateful to him, 
as any could be, he chanced to ſpy a Picture 
in one Corner of the Library, which ſurprized 
him; in it he thought he ſaw his own Lady, 
juſt as ſhe was when he firſt courted her, and 
lo very like her, it could nM have been more, 
had it been drawn for her.
